THE POLICE HULK DESTROYED BY 
_ FIRE. 

This morning, the .woodon hulk which 
was ‘used as ao Water Polico Station, 
and which has been a very familiar object 
ini the harbour for many yonrs past, was on-, 
‘tinély destroyed, partly by fire and partly 
by moans of a torpedo, Luckily tha mishap 
‘has not boon attended by any loss of life or 
by any serivus injury to ony one, The 
exact locality in which tho fire origin- 
ated or its cause are not known at preacnt ; 
but Sorgoant Jones, who was the first to 
observe it, says whon ho awoke ho saw a 
thin volume of smoke ascending on the 
portside of the ‘tween dock of the hilk 
amidships, whoro the Europeans’ quarters 
are. The smoke seemed to como from tho 
lower ‘hold forward. He at onco roused 
thoso Europeans who were then on Dourd 
aad ‘rushed on deck to slatm the others, 
“mma. also to procure tha fre’ buckets, 
the only. fire-oxtinguishing. apparatus on 
- board;’ Inspector Cradock, who was in 
charge of the Hulk, and who slept ‘in tho 
cabin aft, was soon roused, ‘ind he dirocted 
the mon’s movements. No time waslostin 

- getting all the buckets at work, and all the 
Europoans worked tooth and nail to extin- 
guish the fire, This was soon found to be 
‘a hopeloss tisk. “The amoke became too 

“) densoin the ‘twoon decks to permit the 
men to remain below ; and in less than half 
anhourfrom thotimetheamoko waafirstseen 
tho firo had aproad fore and aft and burst 
through tho main deck. Tho progross of the 
fire after thin wae very rapid indeed, the 
wholo structure burning liko match wood. 
Inspector Cradock, on seeing that there 
‘was no chance’ of the, ,fire being effactually 


grappled with.on account of having only | 


few meagre applianges on beard and thera 
being no appearance of any outside help, 
orderéd the boats, of which thern were five, 
to be mannad, this was speedily accom: 
plished,- and the’ whole of those va board 
had loft the ship by about half past four, 
either in launches or boats. With the ex- 
ception of a fow of the Chineso, who are 
anid to have saved somo fow urticles, all on 
board have lost all. their porsonal effects, 
and the greater numbor had to come ashore 
in thoir sleoping clothes. Commodore Oum- 
ing wos among tho, first to arrive at the 
fire, and almost at the samo timo some 
boats from the French men-vf-war arrived 
with pumps, but hese were never brought 
into uso, as it was soen that there was not 
the slightest hopo of saving the, hulk. 
Later on in tho morning two shots were 
fired into the side of the hulk,by sinall 
guna on mon-of-war's buats, und almost 
oxactly at seven o'clock, a spar Lorpedo was 
fired into her port sido from a torpedy boat 
sent from the French men-of-war Victo- 
viewse, Tho torpedo boat was within thirty 
fect of the hulk. when .tho torpedo waa 
fired, and the crow, # ordor to save them- 
selyes from being hurt by tho falling 
debris, jumped into ‘the water, One man 
was injured rather severely. Tho destruc- 
tion of the hulk was acoumplished most 
effectually by ‘this means, the yessel being 
plown to pisces, The firing of the torpedo 
wos directed by Commander Brenton, of 
the Merlin, Blue lights were burned and 
the bell rang on board tho Hulk, but no 
alarm was givon on shore, and, conae- 
gnently, very few. people knew ofthe oc 
ourrence until the foroncon. 
*. saw the fire from the shore: say the sight 
wos an oxtremely impressive and beautiful 
one, Those who were thus burned out of 
hotad and lost all their personal gouds wore
